Deadline May Be Set 
Over To October Ist 


WASHINGTON, (lP?) — The house 
passed late yesterday and sent to 
the senate a bill by Rep. Abe Mur- 
dock, D., Utah, extending until Oc- 
tober 1, 1939 the time within which 
annual assessment work must be 
commenced on mining claims held 
by location. 

Earlier Secretary of Interior Har- 
old Ickes warned holders of mining 
claims that they must begin $100 
worth of assessment work before 
noon on July 1 to prevent re-lo- 
cation of claims. He said his action 
was not a change in policy but an 
answer to inquirers in view of indi- 
cations that congress might not en- 
act exempting legislation. 

Congress suspended the $100 as- 
sessment work requirement for the 
year ended July 1, 1938, but the sen- 
ate still must act on the Murdock 
bill extending the deadline for this 
fiscal year.

Fruit Rots As 


‘Pickers Strike 


Stanislaus County 
Apricots Threatened 
By Labor Troubles 


MODESTO, ‘iP’ — Fruit ripened 
; and rotted on the trees in western 
| Stanislaus county's apricot orchards 
today as striking pickers and cut- 
ters surrounded half a dozen large 
; ranches and turned away men and 
women seeking work. 


Sheriff Grat M. Hogin sought and 
| obtained from the board of super- 
visors permission to increase his 
| staff with as many special deputies 
as necessary to keep peace after hos- 
tilities between strikers and non- 
(strikers were on the verge of vio- 
| lence. 


; A traveling caravan of pickets vis- 
| ited at least seven ranches, hurling 
| threats and clods of earth at the 
handful of pickers remaining at 
work, the sheriff’s office said. The 
| growers said they were told any 
fruit moved from their orchards 
would be dumped and*destroyed. 
The Workers Alliance, represent- 
ing the strikers, meanwhile negoti- 
| ated without success with individ- 
ual growers for wage agreements to 
last the rest of the season. 
The strikers were demanding 13% 
cents per 40 to 50 pound box and 40° 
| cents an hour for other than piece 
work. Growers had been paying 10 
cents per box and 25 cents an hour. 


JOB INSURANCE CHECKS 
DECLINE REFLECTS 
GAIN IN WORK 


Significant of increased employ- 
ment throughout California, bene+ 
fit payments under the California 
Unemployment Reserves Act drop- 
ped nearly $200,000 during May as 
compared with April of this year. 

This announcement was made by 
Ferd Park, manager of the Placer- 
ville Department of Employment of- 
fice, following receipt of statisti- 
cal material from Sacramento head- 
quarters. 

Park said that during May, 336,- 
012 checks were issued to unem- 
ployed persons in the sum or $3,~ 
276,340.29,, compared with 346,125 
checks issued in April in the amount 
of $3,474.921.67. 

The number of checks dropped 
19,113 and the amount of money 
paid out, $198,581.38. 

In Placerville area, claimants re- 
ceived 696 checks, amounting to $7,- 
270.69 last month, compared to 1- 
407 checks totaling $15,469.87 in the 
month of. April. 

To date, the Placerville area has 
had $127,539.69 returned to business 
channels through the distribution of 
12,077 checks.

CHANGE INSTITUTED IN UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 


FOR RAILROAD WORKERS, EFFECTIVE JULY 1; 


SOME MUST FILE NEW CLAIMS 


SACRAMENTO, ‘1)—Effective on 
July 1. the State Department of 
mployment will no Jonzer be re- 
sponsible for payment on unemploy - 
ment insurance to railroad workers. 

This announcement was made to- 
day by John S. Horn. Los Angeles. 
member of the Unemployment Re- 
serves Commission and one of the 
representatives of labor on the Com- 
Mission. 

Horn said advices from the Social 
Security Board have Instructed the 
Commission to refer all railroad em- 
plovee claimants for Insurance ‘oO 
claims agents designated by the 
Railroad Retirement Board, 

The state, however, wil] re-deter- 
mine claims of those persons whos2 
earnings have been in employment 
subject to the Railroad Retirement 
Act. and other employers. It will 
continue to pay benefits to all those 


persons on the basis of their earn- 
ings in employment other than that 
covered by the Railroad Retirement 
Act until such claims are exhaust- 
ed 

Horn also announced that claim- 
ants who have had earnings in rail- 
road work and in other work may 
file claims after July 1 with either 
the Department of Employment or 
the railroad Retirement Board, but 
may not receive benefits at the same 
time from each agency. 

Horn also advises that railroad 
workers who are now drawing ben- 
efits based only on railroad work 
must file new claims with the Rail- 
road Retirement Board in order to 
craw benefits after July 1, 
even though they have not drawn 
all the benefits which had been pre- 
viously awarded by the state de- 
partment. 


UNEMPLOYMENT RESERVE 
ACT AMENDED BY 
LEGISLATURE 


SACRAMENTO, ‘l?)— Gov. Cul- 
bert Olson has signed a bill to 
tighten enforcement procedure of 
the state unemployment reserves 
act and to prescribe penalties for 
non-payment of taxes. 

The bill allows a 60-day delin- 
quency period but permits the re- 
serves commission to levy 10 per 
cent penalties plus interest for fail- 
ure to pay without good cause. and 
a 15 per cent penalty where inter- 
national fraud has been commit- 
ted. 

Another approved bill eliminates 
taxation based on uncompensated 
officers of non-profit organizations. 
Service and fraternal groups wher 
less than eight such officers are em- 
ployed.

EPILEPSY IS REPORTABLE 
TO HEALTH OFFICE 


UNDER NEW LAW 


Although not a communicable di- 
sease, epilepsy is a menace to the 
public health because it is respon- 
sible for many automobile accidents, 
Dr. W. M. Dickie, state health of- 
ficer, declared. 

He praises the law which goes in- 
to effect September 18 and makes 
cases of epilepsy reportable to the 
State Department of Public Health. 

“If he survives the accident, the 
epileptic driver almost invariably 
claims he had gone to Sleep. Actu- 
ally, he may think that is true de- 
spite the fact that he knows he has 
epilepsy,” Dr. Dickie said. 

“What really happens is that the 
epileptic driver loses consciousness 
during a convulsive seizure of the 
disease. The loss of consciousness 
may be only for a few seconds but 
long enough to cause a bad acci- 
dent.” 

Because cpilepsy has not been re- 
ported in the past. no one knows 
how many people are afflicted with 
the disease in California. One clinic 
at the University of California hos- 
pital in San Francisco reports that 
it has treated 255 cases of epilepsy 
in the past two years. 

One form of epilepsy is called 
“petit mal” or “little sickness.” Pa- 
tients afflicted with this form do 
not have the dramatic convulsions 
commonly recognized as epilepsy 
but suffer from transient flashes of 
unconsciousness

After ten years of depression, with 
Our economic problems still unsolv- 
ed, America Probably needs seri- 
ous, sober thought— intelligent de- 
liberation and careful consideration 
of our individual problems, our 
neighbor’s problems and our coun- 
try’s problems—more than it needs 
any other thing. For both Califor- 
nia and the nation have vital need 
to find the road back to security 
and independence — and they can 
only find that road by united, in- 
telligent effort, based on Straight 
| thinking and honest, unselfish rea- 
soning. 

During a period of social and ec- 
onomic upheaval, with dwindling in- 
comes, widespread unemployment 
and far too much of distress and 
privation, it is not unnatural that 
quack cure-alls and get-rich-quick 
patent remedies have been sold on 
every street corner. Nor is it un- 
natural that thousands of men and 
women, who ordinarily would reject 
such spurious panaceas as unsound 
and unworkable, have been induced 
to hunt for the pot of gold at the 
end of the rainbow. But most Am- 
ericans have learned by this time — 
or should have learned, for exper- 
lence is a hard teacher—that a na- 
tion can’t Spend itself rich, nor 
abolish the simple, natural law that 
all basic wealth and income must 
come from production. 

California ang America need a 
new order of patriotism—a patriot- 
ism which goes beyond reverence for 
the Flag and respect for American 
traditions; a Patriotism which 
makes for intelligent, unselfish, 
Stralght-thinking citizenship, 

If some eloquent malcontent tells 
you that “the capitalistic system”’ is 
the vicious system used by the 
money barons and corporate inter- 
ests to keep you in serfdom, think 
back a bit! The So-called “capital- 
istic system,” reduced to everyday 
terms, is the system of individual 
enterprise which gives you the right
